the good things he reed in the netra- 
papers lad Joseph W. H. Orfhcart 
twenty-five yean ago to begin scrap- 
book making. Now he hag a library oi 
one hundred volumes, made up entirely 
of clippings and covering a great variety 
of subjects, showing at once the broad 
range of the collector's tastes and the 
wide scope of the journalism of the past 
quarter of a century. Cathoart is jani- 
tor of the building 303 Walnut street, 
and has held that position for half hia 
lifetime. In his room is a large book- 
case filled with neatly-bound volumes 
each with the character of its content* 
stamped in gold upon the back, with the 
name of the compiler, followed by the 
mysterious letters "G. S. B. M.," which, 
aa translated by Mr. Gathoart, means 
"fireat Serap-BcokMaker." Inproofof 
his bad memory the collector was unable 
to tell without consulting his books when 
he first began hia work. An examina- 
tion of his first collection of clippings 
furnished the date, December 16, 1856, 
and the first clipping was found to be an 
advertisement onering a reward for we 
capture of a runaway slave. The last 
book compiled is a pamphlet, which 
when bound will bear the title, "Mayor 
King and His Black Policemen." It ia 
made up of all the newspaper articles 
relating to the appointment of colored 
men on the police force. 


The titles of some of the volumes will 


give an idea of the subjects covered. 
Three large volumes are devoted to 
" China and Japan," and are made up of 
more than a thousand clippings. " In- 
cidents in the Me of Jefferson Davis" 
fill two volumes, which are followed by 
four bulky books, entitled "Anxious In- 
quirers."- Then come four good-sized 
volumes of " Sermons and Beligious 
Scraps," next to which "The Assassina- 
tion of Lincoln and Trial and Execution 
of the Conspirators," is given place in a 
book of many hundred pages. "Odd 
Fellows and Good Templars'rare repre- 
sented next in a single volume, as are 
also "Men and Women of 1868 and 1869." 
Three large volumes, among the neatest 
in the collection, are devoted to "Colonel 
Forney's Letters and European Corre- 
spondence." Next to Colonel Forney's 
letters is a volume inscribed "Life and 
Death of Charles Sumner," and another 
"Comic Sketches." One of the most in- 
teresting books, in the collection and, 
perhaps, the most valuable, is "Poetry 
of the Bebeilion," which contains about 
one .thousand war songs. Another in-

53 Opera Block, North Water St. 
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teresting volume and the largest in the 
library is "The Colored People and the 
Passenger Railroads and Railroad Mat- 
ters of the United States." This book 
contains 682 pages. No less than eight 
bulky volumes ate devoted t» "Wescott s 
History of Philadelphia." Three vol- 
umes are filled with "Masonic Scraps" 
and five with clippings concerning "En- 
franchisement's Last Chapter, the Fif- 
teenth Amendment," and four volumes 
suffice to accommodate "The Black Man 
After the Passage of Civil Eights Bill." 
Five volumes contain the doings of 
"The Freedmen's Bureau," and the 
same number of books are made np of 
clippings relating to "Slavery." "John 
Brown's Insurrection" finds place in a. 
single volume, next to which are two im- 
mense "Scrap Book of the Bebeilion." 
A fat book, measuring four inches across, 
contains "The Trial of Mr. and Mrs. 
Twitchell for the Murder of Mrs. Hill," 
and another volume is a record of mur- 
ders and executions and miscellaneous 
criminal matters. Three volumes now 
under way the scrap-book maker takes 
great pride in, being no leas than " The 
Crimes of Ministers." 


Mr, Cathcart sets great store by his 


library and reckons its value in sordid 
dollars very high. To him it represents 
twenty-five years of work, and ne says 
that a man to make another such collec- 
tion must start young and wait until all 
his hair has turned gray before it will be 
as complete.

make the journey. Sound would do it 
in about fourteen years if it could bo 
transmitted through celestial space; and 
a cannon-ball in about nine, if it were to 
move uniformly with the same speed as 
when it left the muzzle of the gun.

THE wonderful snow sheds—tunnels— 


on the Ceatral Pacific railroad arc of two 
kinds, one with very steep roofs and the 
other with flat roofs.

The Color of Horses. 


This is B subject to which we may 


perhaps attach more importance than is 
generally accorded to it 
It has passed 


into a proverb that "a good horse can 
not be of a boil color." We shall, how- 
ever, merely give what, in our experi- 
ence, are good colors and what bad—not 
looking to the color as influencing the 
strength and good qualities of the ani- 
mal but as an index to its constitution. 
Now a light chestnut sorrel, with white 
legs and feet, naturally suggests the idea 
that he is a weak, washy brute; while 
on the other hand, a dark chestnut, with 
darker points, gives immediately the im- 
pression of a good constitution. We be- 
lieve these opinions, however conveyed, 
are proved to be perfectly right There 
are, of course, exceptions, but we take 
the rule. Again, a bay horse, with black 
points, or even with a white leg or two, 
fe a very good color; so is n dark and 
mottled brown—in fact, there is none betr 
ter • but no color is a certain guarantee 
of quality, though, as we before said, we 
look upon it as a not unreliable index. 
For many purposes a gray color islooked 
upon as rdrawoack, and so is that ol 
"Wler" We never heard of any ob- 
jections to the black color, nor do we 
know of any. Some horses are said to 
show "character" in their colonng, aa, 
for instance, a bull terrier does with ft 
patch over his eye. Thus a brown or 
black horse, with three white legs and a 
blaze, although not the perfection of 
marking, gives sucli a quaint appearance 
that the animal is Instictively, ana 
riffhtty, put down as having " character' 
aS«it hun, and i« often a very good 
n^e.

The present strike seems to be 
earned by the demand of the Amal- 
gamated Association of Iron and 
Steel workers, an order extending to 
all parts of the country. This asso- 
ciation it composed of skilled work- 
men alone, ptidllere, rollers, &c., and 
the membership is not large. Ont 
of the 90,000 workmen at Pitisburg 
perhaps not more than 600 belong to 
the association. These skilled work- 
men now earn from $15 to $25 per 
day. So, at the direction of the ar- 
istocracy of 300 men, the remaining 
29,400 who are satisfied with present 
wages, most go into enforced idle- 
ness, and the interests of employers 
and men alike suffer. These stalled 
workmen compose a true aristocracy, 
for no apprentices are allowed to be 
taken.

Now, to save the few Cin- 


cinnati men from obtaining smaller 
wages,, the Pittsburg men agree to 
strike for an increase in their own 
prices, so that Cincinnati workmen 
may not seem to concede anything. 
This strike has begun, and at least 
200,000 men are idle, causing em- 
barrassment in trade and stagnation 
in business in order that 1,000 men 
may hold ont for a principle. The 
former laborers earn less than $2 
per day; the latter $25. Our iron 
works are idle, and the consumers 
are compelled to make their purcha- 
ses abroad. Can we find in the 
whole course of human history a 
more grinding, cruel monopoly than 
this Amalgamated Association of 
Iron and Steel Workers ? It pre- 
vents by violence the taking of ap- 
prentices, lest their extortionate wa- 
ges be reduced; it brings suffering 
upon 200,000 families, in order that 
200 men in Cincinnati may not hold 
to their pledge, and it imperils the 
safety of the people by exposing 
them to the dangers of having an 
army of unemployed men idling 
about the streets. 


This is the sound sense of the 


whole matter. There were no com- 
plaints in this instance of working- 
men being ground down by monop- 
oly. 
In fact they received better 


wages than any other class. They 
dictated iheir own terms, made their 
own scale, and sent prices up or 
down as they liked.

W. W. O'Brien's Divorce. 


As it will be remembered, on May 


23d last, Mrs. Sarah O'Brien, wife 
of William \V. O'Brien, the well 
known criminal lawyer, originally of 
Peoria, bnt now of Chicago, filed a 
bill for divorce from her husband on 
the ground of cruelty and drunken- 
ness.

if she would keep the peace two days, 
but in vain; that she took his son 
William W. O'Brien, jr., and threat- 
ens to remove the boy from the juris- 
diction of the court.

charges of cruelty as well as being a 
habitual drunkard, although he ad- 
mits having at times been in the 
habit of drinking to excess, but 
claims that he was goaded into drink- 
ing by his wife's cruelty.
